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U.S.  Orange  Exports  Forecast  To  Bounce  Back 
In  Marketing  Year  1999/2000 
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Total  citrus  production  in  the  United  States  in  1999/2000  is  estimated  at  15.7  million  tons,  27  percent  above 
the  previous  year's  poor  harvest.  A  large  part  of  the  increase  is  attributed  to  a  rebound  in  the  orange  crop  as 
growing  conditions  return  to  normal  in  Florida  and  California,  following  the  poor  harvests  of  1 998/1999.  Total 
orange  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  to  rebound  to  1 1.9  million  tons,  up  32  percent  from  last  year’s 
reduced  output.  Production  is  forecast  to  increase  in  Florida  by  24  percent  and  in  California  by  86  percent. 
As  of  July  1 2,  the  Valencia  orange  harvest  was  in  full  swing  with  approximately  1 0  percent  of  the  crop  picked. 
A  few  of  the  late  variety  Navel  oranges  remained  to  be  harvested.  Orange  exports  in  1 999/2000  are  forecast 
to  reach  500,000  tons,  double  the  previous  year’s  freeze-damaged  level.

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U.S.  Export  Opportunities 


Export  Summary 


U.S.  exports  of  horticultural  products  to  all  countries  in  May  totaled  $903  million,  up  slightly  from  the  same 
month  a  year  earlier.  Eight  of  the  1 5  product  categories  registered  value  increases.  Categories  with  the  most 
significant  increases  in  May  were  citrus  (up  $  1 2.5  million  or  3 1  percent)  and  dehydrated  vegetables  (up  $5.9 
million  or  27  percent).  The  categories  with  the  most  significant  decreases  were  dried  fruit  (down  $7.1 
million  or  23  percent)  and  fruit  and  vegetable  juices  (down  $8.9  million  or  1 1  percent).  For  FY  2000  to  date 
(October-May),  the  total  value  of  U.S.  horticultural  exports  was  $6.9  billion,  up  slightly  from  the  same 
period  in  FY  1999.

Cocoa  and  Honey  Reporting  Coverage  Discontinued 

Beginning  with  the  June,  2000,  Tropical  Products:  World  Markets  and  Trade  Circular  and  the  November, 
2000,  Sugar:  World  Markets  and  Trade  Circular,  commodity  and  country  analysis  and  statistical  tables 
for  cocoa  and  honey  will  be  discontinued.  This  decision  was  necessitated  due  to  declining  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service  budget  resources  and  the  need  to  more  strategically  target  remaining  resources  in 
support  of  the  agency's  primary  mission  to  facilitate  the  expansion  of  export  opportunities  for 
U.S.-produced  agricultural  commodities.  The  Horticultural  and  Tropical  ProductsDivision(HTP)  expects 
to  continue  to  receive  voluntary  reporting  on  cocoa  and  honey  production  and  trade  from  an  abbreviated 
number  of  countries  and  these  will  continue  to  be  posted  on  the  FAS  and  HTP  Home  Pages  upon  receipt.

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Orange  Juice  Outlook  for  Selected  Countries 


Orange  juice  production  in  the  major  producing  countries  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  23 
million  tons,  65  degrees  brix,  down  less  than  1  percent  from  the  previous  year’s  output. 
Although  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  are  estimated  to  have  increased  production 
to  1.2  million  tons,  Brazil’s  production  is  forecast  down  17  percent  to  1.05  million  tons. 
U.S.  orange  juice  production  is  forecast  to  increase  to  1.1  million  tons,  as  the  larger 
Florida  orange  crop  has  increased  fruit  availability.  With  a  drawdown  in  Brazil’s  stocks, 
exports  from  Brazil  during  1999/2000  are  forecast  to  decline  only  9  percent.  World 
exports  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  to  decline  nearly  8  percent  to  1.3  million  tons.  U.S. 
exports  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  to  increase  3  percent  from  the  previous  year’s 
shipments. 


Northern  Hemisphere 
United  States 

U.S.  orange  juice  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  1.1  million  tons,  21  percent  above  last 
season’s  output.  A  higher  volume  of  oranges  will  be  processed  in  1999/2000,  as  a  result  of  a 
rebound  in  orange  production  in  Florida. 

U.S.  orange  juice  exports  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  at  1 10,250  tons,  about  3  percent  more  than  last 
year.  Major  U.S.  customers  are  the  European  Union  (EU),  Canada,  Japan,  and  Korea.  In  addition 
to  Frozen,  Concentrated  Orange  Juice  (FCOJ),  a  key  export  from  the  United  States  is  “Not-From- 
Concentrate”  (NFC)  juice,  single  strength  (1 1 .8  degrees  brix),  which  is  a  higher-quality  and  higher- 
priced  juice  product  and  is  rapidly  increasing  in  importance  as  an  export  commodity.  Imports  of 
orange  juice,  mainly  FCOJ,  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  at  267,000  tons,  up  9  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  U.S.  consumption  is  forecast  to  increase  on  higher  availabilities. 

Mexico 

Mexico’s  orange  juice  production  for  1 999/2000  is  forecast  at  36,000  tons,  unchanged  from  a  revised 
1998/99  level.  There  are  fewer  oranges  because  of  the  dry  weather  in  the  northern  states  and 
excessive  rainfall  in  the  southeast  states  in  Mexico.  Mexico’s  orange  juice  exports  in  1 999/2000  are 
forecast  at  32,85 1  tons,  unchanged  from  the  previous  forecast,  but  down  8  percent  from  the  revised 
estimate  for  shipments  in  1998/99. 
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Greece 


Orange  juice  production  in  Greece  during  1999/2000  has  been  revised  to  13,400  tons,  down  about 
9  percent  from  the  previous  forecast.  A  January  frost  reduced  the  juice  recovery  in  Greece.  As  a 
result  of  the  lower  supply,  the  export  estimate  was  reduced  500  tons  to  5,000  tons  for  1999/2000, 
but  still  up  500  tons  from  1998/99. 

Spain 

Spain’s  orange  juice  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  44,680  tons,  up  about  2  percent  from  the 
previous  forecast  and  up  2  percent  from  the  revised  1998/99  level.  Orange  juice  exports  in 
1999/2000  are  forecast  at  54,000  tons,  unchanged  from  the  previous  forecast.  However,  this  level 
is  now  down  about  5  percent  from  the  revised  1998/99  level  of  56,600  tons. 

Japan 

Japan’s  imports  of  orange  juice  are  forecast  at  100,000  tons  during  1999/2000,  up  22  percent  from 
the  previous  year  and  up  10,000  tons  from  the  previous  estimate.  Citrus  juice  products  have  been 
recovering  market  share  once  lost  to  various  tea  drinks  such  as  Japanese  green  tea,  Chinese  tea  and 
herb  tea  products.  Lately,  soft  drinks  with  some  content  of  natural  fruit  juice  have  been  a  big  hit  in 
Japan’s  market  and  this  trend  is  expected  to  continue  this  year. 

Korea,  Republic  of 

Korea’ s  imports  of  orange  j  uice  in  1 999/2000  are  estimated  at  4 1 ,5 00  tons,  an  increase  of  1 2  percent 
from  the  previous  estimate  and  up  19  percent  from  1998/99.  During  1998/99,  Korea  imported 
34,887  tons  of  orange  juice.  Brazil  accounted  for  70  percent  of  the  total. 

Consumption  of  frozen  orange  juice  is  increasing  in  tandem  with  consumer  confidence  in  the 
economic  recovery.  Domestic  processors  expect  consumption  of  orange  juice  to  increase  throughout 
the  year  2000,  but  think  that  it  would  probably  not  be  until  2001  when  the  market  finally  exceeds 
the  record  established  prior  to  the  economic  crisis.  Although  the  market  for  fresh  squeezed  orange 
juice  is  still  limited,  preference  for  such  juice  is  steadily  increasing.  In  2000,  construction  of  a  new 
citrus  processing  complex  having  a  capacity  of  more  than  60,000  tons  of  citrus  annually  will  be 
initiated  under  a  joint  venture  agreement  involving  the  Cheju  Citrus  Grower’s  Agricultural 
Cooperative  (CCGAC),  the  National  Agricultural  Cooperative  Federation  and  the  Cheju  provincial 
government.  The  complex  will  produce  orange  concentrate,  juice,  powder,  liquor,  chocolate,  and 
vinegar  made  of  citrus.  Cheju  is  hoping  that  such  a  large  scale  processing  facility  will  help  stabilize 
citrus  market  prices  and  generate  new  market  uses  for  local  citrus  production. 
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Southern  Hemisphere 
Australia 

Production  of  orange  juice  in  Australia  during  1999/2000  (marketing  year  July  2000-June  2001)  is 
forecast  at  2 1 ,494  tons.  This  represents  an  increase  of  25  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Production 
of  fresh  oranges  is  forecast  up  nearly  1 7  percent  year  over  year,  which  will  result  in  higher  orange 
juice  production.  Fresh  oranges  delivered  to  the  processors  are  forecast  at  280,000  tons,  an  increase 
of  22  percent.  Only  about  2,000  tons  of  orange  juice  are  exported  from  Australia.  In  response  to 
higher  levels  of  orange  juice  output,  imports  are  forecast  to  decline  to  13,678  tons  from  24,862  tons 
in  1998/99. 

The  government  of  Australia  recently  announced  changes  in  legislation  designed  to  strengthen 
labeling  laws.  It  aims  to  increase  the  government’s  power  to  stop  companies  misusing  the  “Made 
in  Australia”  label,  and  to  reinforce  the  “Product  of  Australia”  description.  This  is  aimed  at  stopping 
the  practice  of  importing  FCOJ,  reconstituting  it  and  labeling  it  as  “Made  in  Australia”.  The  general 
test  for  the  “Made  in  Australia”  label  is  that  the  goods  have  been  substantially  transformed  and  that 
50  percent  or  more  of  the  cost  of  production  or  manufacturing  of  the  goods  is  incurred  in  Australia. 
The  general  test  for  the  “Product  of  Australia”  label  is  that  each  significant  ingredient  or  significant 
component  of  the  good  and  virtually  all  processes  involved  in  the  production  or  manufacture  must 
take  place  in  Australia.  The  legislation  also  regulates  the  use  of  a  logo  that  may  indicate  the  country 
of  origin  of  the  product. 

The  processing  sector  has  been  stimulated  recently  by  an  increase  in  fresh  juice  production.  The  push 
into  fresh  juice  has  been  bolstered  by  the  development  of  a  "100  percent  Australian  Juice"  logo  by 
the  Australian  Citrus  Growers  Inc.  (ACGI)  in  conjunction  with  the  Australian  Horticultural 
Corporation  (AHC)  and  major  juice  marketers.  The  distinctive  orange  squeezer  logo  means  that  the 
juice  contains  no  concentrate,  no  artificial  coloring,  no  added  water,  and  no  imported  product.  The 
advertising  campaign  has  included  television  and  newspaper  coverage.  Seven  juice  companies, 
including  the  three  major  juice  companies  representing  80  percent  of  the  fresh  juice  industry,  are 
licensed  by  the  AHC  to  use  the  logo. 

Brazil 

Brazil’s  production  of  orange  juice  during  1999/2000  (marketing  year  July  2000-June  2001)  is 
forecast  at  1.05  million  tons,  down  nearly  18  percent  from  the  revised  1998/99  level  due  to  the 
expected  lower  volume  of  oranges  for  processing.  Brazil  is  the  largest  producer  of  orange  juice, 
accounting  for  nearly  half  of  production  by  the  selected  major  producers  shown  on  the  following 
tables.  Sao  Paulo  plants  should  provide  1  million  tons,  while  the  remainder  is  expected  to  come 
from  other  states.  The  volume  of  oranges  for  processing  is  forecast  at  274  million  40.8-kilogram 
boxes,  versus  314  million  40.8-  kilogram  boxes  in  1998/99.  The  Sao  Paulo  commercial  area  is 
expected  to  contribute  260  million  boxes.  In  spite  of  the  reported  high  stocks  of  FCOJ  and  the 
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financial  costs  involved,  FCOJ  processors  could  choose  to  process  a  higher  volume  of  oranges  if  the 
quality  of  the  fruit  allows.  Currently,  orange  prices  are  not  forecast  to  increase  and  processors  could 
take  advantage  of  the  low  prices  to  build  stocks. 

Brazil’s  orange  juice  exports  for  1999/2000  (marketing  year  July  2000- June  2001)  are  forecast  at 
1 . 1  million  tons,  down  1 1 0,000  tons  from  last  season.  Demand  is  expected  to  be  stable  in  the 
European  Union  and  more  of  U.S.  demand  will  be  met  by  Florida’s  production.

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World  Fresh  Citrus  Situation 


Total  citrus  production  in  1999/2000  in  selected  major-producing  countries  is  estimated  at 
70.0  million  tons,  increasing  9  percent  from  the  1998/99  crop.  Total  Northern  Hemisphere 
citrus  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  49.3  million  tons,  increasing  17  percent  from 
1998/99,  based  mainly  on  large  increases  in  the  United  States,  Italy,  China  and  Spain,  as 
well  as  increases  in  Greece  and  Egypt.  Southern  Hemisphere  citrus  production  is  forecast 
at  20.7  million  tons,  down  6  percent  from  1998/99.  Brazil's  orange  production  accounts  for 
almost  all  of  the  decline.  Total  fresh  citrus  exports  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  at  8.4  million 
tons,  up  11  percent  from  the  1998/99  volume.  Increases  in  U.S.  orange  exports  and  Spain's 
orange  and  tangerine  exports  are  expected  to  account  for  much  of  this  increase. 


Northern  Hemisphere 
United  States 

Total  citrus  production  in  the  United  States  in  1 999/2000  is  forecast  at  15.7  million  tons,  27  percent 
above  the  previous  year’s  poor  harvest.  A  large  part  of  the  increase  is  attributed  to  a  rebound  in  the 
orange  crop  as  growing  conditions  return  to  normal  in  Florida  and  California,  following  the  poor 
harvests  of  1 998/1 999.  Total  orange  production  in  1 999/2000  is  forecast  to  rebound  to  1 1 .9  million 
tons,  up  32  percent  from  last  year’s  reduced  output.  Production  is  forecast  to  increase  in  Florida  by 
24  percent  and  in  California  by  86  percent.  As  of  July  12,  the  Valencia  orange  harvest  was  in  full 
swing  with  approximately  10  percent  of  the  crop  picked.  A  few  of  the  late  variety  Navel  oranges 
remained  to  be  harvested.  Grapefruit  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  2.5  million  tons,  up 
about  1 1  percent  from  last  year’s  output.  Grapefruit  movement  in  Florida  was  virtually  complete 
by  the  last  week  of  June. 

Total  U.S.  citrus  exports  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  at  1.0  million  tons,  30  percent  higher  than  the 
previous  year’s  shipments,  due  to  the  rebound  of  California  oranges.  Orange  exports  in  1 999/2000 
are  forecast  to  reach  500,000  tons,  double  the  previous  year’s  freeze-  damaged  level.  U.S.  grapefruit 
exports  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  to  decrease  about  6  percent  to  about  400,000  tons. 

U.S.  oranges  for  processing  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  at  9.7  million  tons,  up  29  percent  from  last 
year’s  low  processing  levels,  based  on  the  higher  Florida  orange  harvest.  Consumption  of  fresh 
oranges  is  estimated  at  1.7  million  tons,  up  28  percent. 
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Israel 


Israel’s  citrus  production  during  1999/2000  has  been  revised  to  an  estimated  910,000  tons,  an 
increase  of  31  percent  from  1998/99  and  up  12  percent  from  the  previous  estimate.  Grapefruit 
production  has  been  revised  upward  to  365,000  tons  and  tangerine  production  was  increased  to 
135,000  tons. 

Mexico 

Mexico’s  citrus  production  is  forecast  at  a  revised  4.6  million  tons  in  1999/2000,  about  5  percent 
above  last  year’s  output,  but  down  nearly  7  percent  from  1 997/98.  Orange  production  in  1 999/2000 
is  forecast  at  3.1  million  tons,  up  about  7  percent  from  1998/99,  but  down  7  percent  from  1997/98. 
Production  in  Veracruz  was  damaged  by  floods  and  heavy  rains  in  October  1999,  which  reduced 
oranges  for  the  early  orange  harvest.  Also,  dry  weather  in  Nuevo  Leon  decreased  Valencia  orange 
production  to  1 50,000  tons.  Producers  indicate,  however,  that  better  weather  during  the  second  and 
third  blooms  (January  and  May)  could  bring  higher  than  normal  production  for  the  second  and  third 
orange  harvests  (May  to  August).  Fruit  from  the  second  and  third  blooms,  however,  is  not  as  sweet 
as  that  from  the  first  crop  and  those  oranges  are  not  suitable  for  the  processing  industry. 

Mexico’s  imports  of  oranges  are  forecast  at  22,000  tons  in  1999/2000,  up  10  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  U.S.  orange  exports  to  Mexico  could  expand  given  the  decrease  in  Mexico’s  tariff 
and  the  possibilities  for  California,  Texas  and  Arizona  to  ship  to  Mexico.  Mexico’s  market  is  more 
price  sensitive  than  quality  sensitive  and  this  limits  U.S.  exports  of  citrus  to  Mexico.  Reports 
indicate  that  prices  for  U.S.  product  are  4  to  5  times  higher  than  for  Mexican  products. 

Exports  of  oranges  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  at  9,000  tons,  down  sharply  from  the  50,000  tons 
exported  in  1 998/99,  which  resulted  from  higher  U.S.  demand  because  of  the  California  freeze.  The 
United  States  is  traditionally  the  largest  export  market  for  Mexico’s  oranges,  which  mostly  originate 
in  Sonora.  Mexico’s  exporters  continue  to  explore  Asian  markets  such  as  Hong  Kong  and  Japan. 

Spain 

Spain’s  total  citrus  crop  for  1999/2000  is  revised  to  an  estimated  5.7  million  tons,  an  increase  of  12 
percent  from  the  previous  year,  and  1  percent  above  1997/98.  Orange,  tangerine,  and  lemon 
production  are  forecast  to  increase  by  1 1 ,  1 8,  and  2  percent,  respectively.  Orange  production  during 
1999/2000  was  revised  slightly  to  2.71  million  tons,  up  from  2.69  million  tons  forecast  previously. 
The  lemon  production  estimate  for  1999/2000  was  increased  slightly;  however,  the  estimate  for 
1998/99  was  raised  to  878,000  tons  from  701,000  tons  estimated  previously. 

Spain  is  the  world’s  largest  citrus  exporter,  accounting  for  nearly  50  percent  of  total  Northern 
Hemisphere  exports.  Spain’s  citrus  exports  in  1999/2000  are  estimated  to  increase  by  17  percent 
because  of  the  increased  supplies  of  oranges,  tangerines,  and  lemons.  The  bulk  of  these  exports  go 
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to  traditional  European  markets  such  as  Germany,  France,  the  Netherlands,  and  the  United  Kingdom. 

Morocco 

Morocco’s  citrus  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  1.4  million  tons,  unchanged  from  the 
previous  forecast.  A  drop  in  orange  production  is  expected  to  be  offset  by  higher  tangerine 
production. 

Citrus  exports  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  at  580,000  tons,  8  percent  below  the  previous  year’s 
shipments,  based  on  the  smaller  orange  crop.  Orange  exports  are  forecast  at  335,000  tons  and 
tangerine  exports  are  forecast  at  245,000  tons. 

Turkey 

Turkey’s  citrus  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  to  grow  by  1 1  percent  to  2.15  million  tons, 
unchanged  from  the  previous  forecast.  Favorable  weather  this  year  and  improved  tree  maintenance 
and  cultivation  techniques  have  helped  to  increase  production  of  oranges,  lemons,  and  grapefruit. 
Turkey’s  citrus  exports  are  forecast  to  increase  to  555,000  tons,  up  22  percent  from  the  previous 
year. 

Korea 

In  2000,  the  Cheju  Citrus  Grower’s  Agricultural  Cooperative  (CCGAC)  initiated  tenders  for 
minimum  market  access  (MMA)  quota  oranges  starting  in  early  January.  Historically,  CCGAC 
imported  and  marketed  MMA  oranges  in  late  spring  to  avoid  competing  with  the  local  citrus  crop. 
This  year  CCGAC  started  importing  oranges  during  the  middle  of  the  local  citrus  season, 
purportedly  to  generate  revenue  to  help  offset  some  of  the  losses  resulting  from  sales  of  last  year’s 
imports. 

To  date  in  2000,  out-of  quota  imports  by  private  traders  have  exceeded  the  in-quota  amount  CCGAC 
has  brought  in  under  a  lower  MMA  tariff.  The  tariff  difference  between  quota  and  non-quota  orange 
imports  is  less  than  20  percent.  Total  import  volume,  inclusive  of  MMA  quota  and  non-quota 
oranges,  is  projected  at  70,000  tons,  mostly  California  Navels. 

In  1999,  Korea  signed  phytosanitary  protocols  with  South  Africa,  followed  by  Israel,  enabling  both 
countries  to  enter  Korea's  fruit  market.  Last  year.  South  Africa  shipped  a  limited  quantity  of  oranges 
to  Korea  while  Israel  marketed  a  grapefruit-type  citrus  named  “sweetie”.  In  2000,  Korea  signed  a 
phytosanitary  protocol  with  Australia  which  would  supply  the  Korean  market  during  the  off-season 
for  U.S.  navel  oranges.  Navel  oranges  from  South  Africa  and  Australia,  however,  would  compete 
directly  with  California’s  and  Florida’s  Valencia  orange  varieties  and  Korea’s  green-house  citrus 
crop.  Other  countries,  such  as  Spain  and  Chile,  are  seeking  to  establish  protocols  to  export  citrus 
to  Korea. 
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Japan 


Japan’s  total  citrus  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  1.7  million  tons,  up  9  percent  from  the 
1998/99  level.  Tangerine  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  to  account  for  93  percent  of  total 
production. 

Japan’s  total  citrus  imports  in  1 999/2000  are  forecast  to  increase  to  547,000  tons,  up  20  percent  from 
the  1998/99  level.  Abundant  supplies  of  high-quality,  low-priced  fruit  this  year  will  result  in  near¬ 
record  imports  of  U.S.  fresh  grapefruit  and  oranges,  with  imports  from  all  sources  projected  to  reach 
290,000  tons  and  160,000  tons,  respectively.  This  level  of  fresh  orange  imports  represents  an 
increase  of  67  percent  in  1 999/2000  from  the  previous  year.  Imports  of  fresh  lemons  in  1 999/2000 
are  projected  to  be  up  slightly  from  last  year  to  90,000  tons. 

China 

China’s  citrus  production  in  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  8.6  million  tons,  13  percent  above  last  year’s 
output,  and  unchanged  from  the  previous  forecast.  Tangerine  production  is  forecast  to  increase  by 
13  percent  to  5.7  million  tons,  though  this  output  is  still  17  percent  below  the  1997/98  output. 
Orange  production  is  forecast  to  increase  12  percent,  to  2.9  million  tons. 

Total  citrus  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  156,000  tons,  of  which,  tangerines  make  up  148,000 
tons.  The  recent  Agreement  on  U.S. -China  Agricultural  Cooperation  has  resulted  in  some  sales  of 
U.S.  citrus  to  China.  There  have  been  some  initial  problems  with  shipments  and  fresh  citrus  imports 
continue  to  face  high  tariffs. 


Southern  Hemisphere 

Total  Southern  Hemisphere  citrus  production  is  forecast  at  20.7  million  tons,  a  decline  of  nearly  6 
percent  from  the  previous  year.  Total  citrus  exports  are  forecast  at  1.3  million  tons,  up  3  percent 
from  the  1998/99  level. 

Australia 

Total  citrus  production  in  Australia  in  1999/2000  (marketing  year  April  2000-March  2001)  is 
forecast  at  630,000  tons,  an  increase  of  16  percent  from  the  previous  year,  as  a  result  of  increased 
orange  production.  A  return  to  normal  growing  conditions  is  expected  to  result  in  the  1 999/2000 
orange  crop  reaching  600,000  tons,  an  increase  of  17  percent  from  1998/99.  Quality  is  forecast  to 
be  above  average  for  fruit  size;  however,  industry  sources  are  concerned  about  thrip  damage  in  the 
Riverland  of  South  Australia  which  may  affect  the  export  market.  The  larger  crop  will  continue  to 
put  downward  pressure  on  prices.  However,  price  decreases  should  be  constrained  by  improved 
processing  returns  and  continued  strong  export  demand. 
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Orange  exports  are  forecast  at  1 42,000  tons  in  1 999/2000  (marketing  year  April  2000-March  200 1 ), 
an  increase  of  29  percent.  The  United  States  is  now  the  second  largest  export  destination.  During 
April  1999  to  March  2000,  Australia  shipped  22,479  tons  of  fresh  oranges  to  the  United  States  out 
of  a  total  of  1 1 0,079  tons.  Export  markets  that  grew  significantly  during  1 999/2000  were  Malaysia 
and  Japan  which  grew  at  1 9  and  59  percent,  respectively.  Malaysia  is  now  Australia’s  largest  export 
destination. 

Australia’s  lemon  production  is  forecast  at  30,000  tons,  unchanged  from  the  previous  year.  Only 
about  16  percent  of  total  production  goes  to  the  export  market  as  fresh  lemons.  The  majority  of 
lemon  production  goes  to  either  fresh  domestic  consumption  or  for  processing. 

Argentina 

Total  citrus  production  in  Argentina  in  1 999/2000  is  forecast  at  2.22  million  tons,  down  only  slightly 
from  the  previous  year.  Unfavorable  weather,  and  in  some  cases  reduced  input  use,  are  responsible 
for  the  decrease.  Citrus  production  in  Argentina  is  second  in  volume  (after  grapes)  among  the  fresh 
fruits  grown  in  the  country.  Argentina’s  citrus  is  produced  in  the  provinces  of  Buenos  Aires,  Entre 
Rios,  Corrientes,  Misiones,  Jujuy,  Salta  and  Tucuman.  Most  of  Argentina’s  citrus  is  processed  or 
consumed  fresh  by  the  domestic  market.  Only  about  14-16  percent  of  total  citrus  production, 
composed  mainly  of  lemons  and  oranges,  is  exported. 

Lemon  production  during  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  a  record  1.05  million  tons,  an  increase  of  about 
1  percent  from  last  year.  The  growing  season  consisted  of  mild  temperatures,  timely  rains  and  a  lack 
of  high  humidity  which  led  to  good  fruit  setting,  greater  quantity  of  sprouts  and  a  higher  yield  of 
good  quality  fruits.  Offsetting  this  was  a  delayed  harvest  because  of  excessive  rains,  especially 
during  the  months  of  February  and  March,  which  adversely  affected  fruit  size.  As  a  result,  more 
lemons  will  be  destined  to  the  processing  industry.  Lemons  destined  for  processing  in  1999/2000 
are  forecast  at  740,000  tons,  up  3  percent  from  the  previous  year’s  level. 

Orange  production  during  1 999/2000  is  forecast  at  663,000  tons,  up  slightly  from  the  previous  year. 
Corrientes  and  Entre  Rios  are  the  two  largest  provinces  for  area  planted  to  oranges,  accounting  for 
over  70  percent  of  the  total.  Orange  exports  in  1999/2000  are  forecast  at  73,000  tons,  down  about 
3  percent.  Although  production  is  up  slightly,  exports  of  fresh  oranges  and  the  amount  going  to 
processing  are  down  in  order  to  meet  the  demand  for  domestic  consumption  of  fresh  oranges. 

Fresh  tangerine  production  during  1999/2000  is  forecast  at  340,000  tons,  down  from  346,000  tons 
estimated  in  1998/99.  Entre  Rios  accounts  for  59  percent  of  total  tangerine  area  and  Corrientes 
accounts  for  22  percent.  The  drop  in  output  is  attributed  to  late  frosts  followed  by  a  drought  that 
lasted  until  August  1 999  and  a  deteriorating  financial  situation  that  discourages  some  producers  from 
carrying  out  proper  cultural  practices.  Grapefruit  production  is  forecast  at  165,000  tons,  down  7 
percent  from  the  previous  year.  Salta  is  the  leading  province  that  produces  grapefruit.  As  with  other 
citrus  provinces,  a  deteriorating  financial  situation  has  led  producers  to  cut  back  on  cultural 
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practices.  About  70  percent  of  fresh  grapefruit  is  consumed  domestically. 

On  June  8,  2000,  USDA  issued  a  press  release  announcing  that  it  will  allow  limited  importation  of 
citrus  from  Argentina.  USDA  is  amending  its  regulations  to  recognize  four  states  within  Argentina 
as  being  free  from  citrus  canker.  The  regulations  have  also  been  amended  to  allow  the  importation 
into  the  continental  United  States  of  grapefruit,  lemons,  and  oranges  from  these  areas  under  certain 
conditions  and  with  limited  distribution  (34  northern-tier  states  to  begin  with).  USDA  will  phase 
in  this  regulation  over  the  course  of  four  years. 

Brazil 

Brazil’s  production  of  oranges  during  1999/2000  (local  marketing  year  July  2000-June  2001)  is 
forecast  at  16.5  million  tons,  a  decline  of  8  percent.  Orange  production  in  Sao  Paulo  and  Minas 
Gerais  has  been  negatively  affected  by  the  dry  weather  and  high  temperatures  that  prevailed  during 
flowering  and  fruit  set.  The  lack  of  rainfall  during  the  second  semester  of  1 999  affected  the  first  and 
second  blossoms,  resulting  in  delayed  flowering  and  smaller  size  fruits.  A  third  and  larger  blossom 
occurred  in  late  December  and  January  as  a  result  of  intense  rainfall  during  that  period. 
Approximately  25  to  30  percent  of  the  1999/2000  crop  will  come  from  the  third  flowering. 

Fruit  development  during  the  first  semester  of  2000  was  somewhat  affected  by  below  average 
rainfall  and  high  temperatures  which  stressed  trees  in  several  growing  regions.  Crop  management 
factors,  such  as  the  use  of  fertilizers  and  agri-chemicals,  were  also  affected  by  the  water  deficit  in 
citrus  growing  areas.  Many  producers  were  able  to  use  fertilizers  only  twice  during  the  short  rainfall 
season  (late  November-April),  instead  of  three  times.  Many  producers  also  used  lower-cost  and 
lower-quality  inputs  due  to  lower  orange  prices  received  during  1 999.  As  a  consequence,  a  smaller 
size  fruit  is  expected  for  the  1 999/2000  crop.  Disease  related  problems  also  hurt  the  1 999/2000  crop. 

The  new  crop  harvest  season  for  processing  started  at  a  slower  than  normal  pace.  Reports  indicate 
crushing  plants  will  not  be  fully  operational  before  August,  rather  than  July,  because  of  the  delay  in 
fruit  maturation.  If  the  quality  of  the  fruit  resulting  from  the  third  bloom  is  good,  crushing 
operations  should  be  extended  through  the  first  couple  of  months  of  200 1 .  Generally,  the  annual 
processing  season  is  largely  over  in  late  December.  An  estimated  68  percent  of  the  orange  crop  in 
Brazil  is  forecast  to  be  processed.  Fresh  consumption  makes  up  the  majority  of  the  rest  of  the  crop. 
Only  a  small  amount— less  than  1  percent-of  the  crop  is  exported  as  fresh  oranges. 

South  Africa 

Total  citrus  production  in  South  Africa  is  forecast  at  1 .4  million  tons  in  1 999/2000,  up  6  percent  year 
over  year.  Production  areas  received  sufficient  rain  during  the  season,  which  contributed  to  the 
overall  increase  in  production.  Orange  production  is  forecast  to  account  for  77  percent  of  the  total. 
Orange  production  is  forecast  at  1 .05  million  tons,  up  nearly  6  percent  from  1998/99.  Bearing  trees 
were  up  an  estimated  4  percent,  which,  in  addition  to  the  favorable  weather,  increased  output. 
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Orange  exports  are  forecast  at  520,000  tons,  up  4  percent,  continuing  the  upward  trend  of  exports 
following  the  deregulation  of  the  agricultural  marketing  sector. 

Grapefruit  production  in  South  Africa  during  1999/2000  is  forecast  to  increase  to  200,000  tons 
from  194,000  tons.  About  75  percent  of  South  Africa’s  production  of  grapefruit  is  destined  for  the 
export  market.  Lemon  production  is  forecast  at  110,000  tons,  up  15,000  tons  from  last  year. 
Although  lemon  area  has  stabilized,  the  number  of  bearing  trees  rose  slightly,  and  the  weather  was 
good  for  production.  About  45  percent  of  the  crop  is  expected  to  be  exported.

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World  Trade  Situation  and  Policy  Updates 

Florida  Conducts  Industry  Seminar  on  Citrus  Trade  with  China 

On  June  28,  the  Florida  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services  sponsored  a  well- 
attended  seminar  in  Vero  Beach,  Florida,  designed  to  educate  Florida  citrus  industry  officials  on  how 
to  do  business  in  China’s  recently  opened  market  for  U.S.  citrus.  The  seminar  was  organized  in  part 
to  address  the  problems  that  have  been  encountered  by  several  of  the  inaugural  shipments.  Topics 
covered  included  key  logistical  and  technical  issues  of  concern  such  as  approved  ports  of  entry, 
phytosanitary  requirements,  and  strict  packaging  and  labelingrequirements.  In  addition,  the  program 
focused  on  background  issues  of  interest,  including  cultural  differences,  population  demographics 
and  consumer  wealth,  and  where  to  focus  advertising  efforts.  Although  a  bilateral  agreement  was 
reached  in  April  1 999  that  opened  up  China’s  market  to  U.S.  citrus,  it  was  not  until  March  2000  that 
Chinese  officials  issued  new  rules  governing  the  imports.  Industry  sources  estimate  that 
approximately  25  container  loads  of  Florida  grapefruit  were  shipped  to  China  following  the  official 
market  opening,  which  coincided  with  the  tail  end  of  the  Florida  shipping  season. 

Mexico  Re-Opens  Market  To  California  Apricots 

Effective  June  26,  2000,  Mexico  re-opened  its  market  to  California  apricots.  Mexico  had  canceled 
the  California  apricot  program  on  June  13,  2000,  following  the  detection  of  pests  on  one  shipment, 
including  peach  twig  bore  and  the  omnivorous  leaf  bore.  Although  these  pests  were  not  identified 
in  the  work  plan  as  being  of  quarantine  concern,  Mexico  insisted  that  a  risk  assessment  be  presented 
to  its  domestic  fruit  industry.  Moreover,  the  Mexicans  have  noted  that  a  revision  of  the  work  plan’s 
identified  pests  of  concern  will  take  place  at  the  end  of  the  current  shipping  season.  Mexico  is  the 
second  largest  destination  for  California  apricots.  In  1999,  California  exported  a  record  3,800  tons 
of  apricots  to  Mexico,  valued  at  more  than  $3  million. 

Korean  Delegation  Tours  U.S.  Citrus  Areas 

A  Korean  delegation  traveled  to  U.S.  citrus  areas  July  1 8-27  to  review  fruit  fly  regulatory  activities 
in  California  and  Florida.  Korea’s  market  for  imported  oranges  was  liberalized  in  1995  with  the 
establishment  of  a  tariff  rate  quota  (TRQ)  system.  Since  then  there  have  been  periodic  disruptions 
of  trade  due  to  questionable  TRQ  administration  and  phytosanitary  policy  irregularities.  Korean 
acceptance  of  APHIS  exotic  fruit  fly  quarantine  zones  is  a  key  issue  affecting  the  future  of  U.S. 
citrus  exports  to  Korea’s  large  and  growing  market.  This  industry-funded  trip  is  part  of  USDA’s 
continuing  effort  to  work  to  resolve  the  quarantine  issue  with  Korea  on  the  basis  of  sound  science. 
In  addition  to  this  trip,  APHIS  is  providing  information  on  all  aspects  of  the  pests  and  their  life 
cycles  to  describe  how  U.S.  quarantine  zones  are  created. 
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Prune  Production  Forecast  up  12  Percent  in  2000/2001 


The  2000/2001  California  prune  crop  (August  2000  -  July  2001)  is  forecast  at  181,436  tons,  up  12 
percent  from  1999/2000.  Bearing  acreage  is  estimated  at  86,000  acres,  up  4  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  Virtually  all  of  the  prunes  in  the  United  States  are  produced  in  California.  The 
2000/2001  prune  season  is  progressing  well,  with  the  major  prune  growing  areas  experiencing  a 
heavier  fruit  set  than  last  year.  On  average,  46  percent  of  the  California  prune  crop  is  exported.  To 
date  (August  1999  -  April  2000),  the  value  ofU.S.  prune  exports  are  down  7  percent  to  $101  million, 
compared  with  the  same  period  last  year,  due  to  smaller  fruit  size.  Major  export  markets  are  Japan, 
Germany,  and  Italy. 

Country-Of-Origin  Labeling  Rules  Trouble  for  Small  Retailers 

On  July  1,  2000,  the  Japanese  Agricultural  Standards  Law  mandated  that  all  retail  stores  show  the 
country  of  origin  on  many  perishable  food  items.  According  to  media  reports,  while  major 
supermarkets  and  department  stores  have  revised  or  improved  their  labeling  systems  to  indicate  the 
country  of  origin,  small  retailers  are  failing  to  conform  to  the  new  regulations.  An  official  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Fisheries  (MAFF)  said  that  they  want  to  encourage  small 
retailers  to  follow  the  rules  through  industry  organizations. 

New  Agriculture  Minister  Appointed  in  Japan 

The  new  Mori  Cabinet  was  launched  on  Tuesday,  July  4.  Yoichi  Tani  was  appointed  the  Minister 
for  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Fisheries.  Mr.  Tani's  political  goal,  according  to  news  reports,  is  to 
revitalize  farming  communities  and  villages  in  mountainous  areas.  He  previously  served  as 
chairman  of  a  Liberal  Democratic  Party  (LDP)  Special  Committee  on  depopulation  and  an  LDP 
research  commission  on  agricultural  policy.  Media  sources  indicate  the  current  cabinet  will  be 
reshuffled  again  in  December  this  year. 

Japan’s  Ministry  of  Health  to  Adopt  Ag  Ministry’s  GM  Food  Labeling  Policy 

On  July  13,  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Welfare  Special  Labeling  Committee  issued  its  final 
recommendations  for  labeling  of  genetically  modified  foods.  The  Committee  decided  mandatory 
GM  food  labeling  is  necessary  "in  order  to  clearly  reveal  the  contents  of  a  food".  However, 
recognizing  the  practical  limitations  of  mandatory  labeling  of  processed  GM  foods,  the  Committee 
decided  to  limit  labeling  to  the  same  24  foods  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture's  policy,  to  be 
implemented  on  April  1, 2001.  On  this  date,  24  whole  and  semi-processed  foods  made  from  com 
and  soybeans  must  be  labeled  as  "GM"  or  "not  segregated"  unless  manufacturers  use  non-GM 
ingredients  (for  details  see  attache  report  JA9154  which  is  available  online  at: 
http:/Avww.fas. usda.gov/scriptsw/attacherep/default.asp). 
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Australia’s  Notification  of  Methyl  Bromide  Fumigation  Requirements

The  following  is  the  second  installment  in  a  series  of  four  from  an  article  written  by  John  Griefer, 
Director,  Trade  Support  Team/ Animal  and  Plant  Health  Inspection  Service  (APHIS)  on  the  WTO 
Sanitary  and  Phytosanitary  (SPS)  Agreement: 

Harmonization  as  a  Principle  of  the  SPS  Agreement 

The  SPS  Agreement  encourages  but  does  not  require  countries  to  harmonize  their  SPS  measures,  to 
the  greatest  extent  possible,  by  basing  their  health  measures  on  relevant  international  standards 
(Anon.,  1994,  Article  3.1:  Harmonization  is  intended  to  reduce  unnecessary  variances  between 
countries’  technical  standards  -  differences  which  can  often  be  the  source  of  trade  friction). 

The  SPS  Agreement  defines  harmonization  as  “the  establishment,  recognition,  and  application  of 
common  sanitary  and  phytosanitary  measures  by  different  countries”  (Anon.,  1994,  Annex  A).  The 
SPS  Agreement  recognizes  three  international  standard-setting  bodies  as  the  official  entities  for 
developing  health-related  standards,  guidelines,  and  recommendations: 

These  international  bodies  include: 

-  Codex  Alimentarius  for  food  safety  standards 

International  Plant  Protection  Convention  (IPPC)  for  plant  health  standards,  and 
Office  of  International  Epizootics  (OIE)  for  animal  health  standards 

Under  the  SPS  Agreement,  a  phytosanitary  measure  which  is  based  on  or  conforms  to  an  existing 
and  relevant  international  standard  is  presumed  to  be  in  compliance  with  all  aspects  of  the  SPS 
Agreement  (Anon.,  Article  3.2).  International  standards  are  referred  to  as  “safe  harbor  standards”  in 
the  sense  that  their  use  makes  that  measure  immune  to  challenge.  In  these  instances,  a  risk 
assessment  is  unnecessary.  However,  if  a  country  chooses  not  to  use  an  existing  international 
standard,  that  country  is  required  to  base  its  measure  on  a  risk  assessment  and  be  prepared  to  notify 
the  reasons  for  their  deviating  from  the  relevant  international  standard  (Anon.,  Article  3.3  and  Annex 
B.5). 
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U.S.-Vietnam  Trade  Agreement  to  Provide  Lower  Tariffs,  Enhanced  Export 
Opportunities,  for  Horticultural  Products 

The  recently  concluded  bilateral  trade  agreement  between  the  United  States  and  Vietnam  will  reduce 
tariffs  on  horticultural  products  by  an  average  of  30  percent  by  2004  and,  in  the  process,  bring  about 
expanded  export  opportunities  in  this  promising  market.  For  example,  tariffs  are  expected  to  fall 
from  40  percent  ad  valorem  to  15  percent  for  strawberries,  cranberries  and  kiwiffuit;  40  percent  to 
25  percent  for  grapes,  raisins,  apples  and  pears;  and  from  30  percent  to  20  percent  for  fresh  and 
chilled  tomatoes,  onions,  garlic,  cauliflower,  lettuce,  carrots,  cucumbers,  eggplant,  mushrooms  and 
frozen  potatoes.  In  CY1 999,  direct  U.S.  horticultural  and  tropical  product  exports  to  Vietnam  were 
valued  at  $8.4  million,  up  from  $5.3  million  in  the  preceding  year.  Beverage  bases  ($4.5  million), 
table  grapes  ($950,000),  apples  ($655,000),  frozen  sweet  com  ($529,000),  and  raisins  ($150,000) 
were  the  leading  export  items  in  that  year. 

USDA  Announces  Major  Purchase  of  Pears 

USDA  will  purchase  64  million  pounds  ( 1 .4  million  cases)  of  canned  pears.  The  fruit  will  be  donated 
to  the  school  lunch  program  and  to  needy  families  through  food  banks  and  other  food  assistance 
organizations.  Pear  growers,  along  with  many  other  farmers  and  ranchers,  are  experiencing  a 
difficult  year,  made  worse  by  a  major  California  cooperative's  bankruptcy  filing.  The  cooperative 
had  contracted  with  many  growers  to  purchase  this  year's  pear  crop.  The  uncertainty  generated  by 
the  bankruptcy  and  canning  capacity  concerns  in  the  upcoming  season  has  created  a  surplus  of  pears, 
which  today's  action  is  intended  to  alleviate.  Invitations  to  bid,  including  final  details  and 
specifications,  will  be  mailed  to  pear  vendors  at  a  later  date.  Deliveries  will  be  made  Oct.  1,  2000 
through  Sept.  30,  2001.

More  than  40,000  Comments  Received  on  Revised  Organic  Food  Standards 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on  July  1 8, 2000  that  40,774  public  comments  were 
submitted  on  its  revised  National  Organic  Program  proposed  rule.  The  comment  period  for  the 
proposed  rule,  which  would  establish  national  standards  for  the  production  and  handling  of 
organically  produced  products,  closed  on  June  12.  A  final  rule  is  expected  by  the  end  of  2000.  The 
proposal  was  published  in  the  March  13  Federal  Register,  and  also  can  be  found  on  the 
National  Organic  Program  home  page:  www.ams.usda.gov/nop.  All  comments  can  be  viewed 
at  this  same  site. 
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USDA  Solicits  Petitions  to  Amend  List  of  Substances  Used  in  Organic  Production  and 

Handling 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  invites  interested  parties  to  petition  the  National  Organic 
Standards  Board  (NOSB)  to  amend  the  proposed  National  List  of  Allowed  and  Prohibited 
Substances  (National  List).  Petitioners  may  recommend  substances  for  inclusion  on  or  removal  from 
the  National  List.  The  proposed  National  List  is  a  part  of  the  March  13,  2000,  revised  National 
Organic  Program  (NOP)  proposal.  Specifically,  the  National  List  identifies  those  synthetic 
substances  that  may  be  used  and  the  non-synthetic  substances  that  cannot  be  used  in  organic 
production  and  handling.  All  amendments  to  the  proposed  National  List  of  Allowed  and  Prohibited 
Substances  will  be  published  in  the  Federal  Register  for  public  comment.  Individuals  wishing  to 
submit  a  petition  to  amend  the  List  or  obtain  additional  information  may  contact  Robert  Pooler  at 
USDA/AMS/TMP/NOP,  Room  2510  So.,  P.O.  Box  96456,  Washington,  D.C.  20090-6456;  phone 
202-720-3252;  fax  202-205-7808  or  via  e-mail  at  robert.pooler@usda.gov.

CuItivatedBlueberryProducers  and  Importers  Approve  NationalPromotionProgram 

Producers  and  importers  of  cultivated  blueberries  have  voted  to  approve  a  national  promotion 
program.  The  vote  was  taken  in  a  referendum  conducted  by  USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
from  March  13  through  April  14.  In  the  referendum,  67.8  percent  of  those  who  voted  favored 
implementation  of  the  order.  Those  who  voted  in  favor  represented  73.2  percent  of  the  volume  of 
cultivated  blueberries  represented  in  the  referendum.  Any  current  producer  or  importer  of  2,000 
pounds  or  more  of  cultivated  blueberries  during  the  1 999  calendar  year  was  eligible  to  vote.  The 
program  will  become  effective  30  days  after  final  publication  in  the  Federal  Register.  The  program 
will  be  funded  by  an  assessment  of  $  1 2  per  ton  of  domestic  cultivated  blueberries  and  $  1 2  per  ton 
of  fresh  and  processed  imported  cultivated  blueberries  starting  in  2001.
